W are going to grow just as rapidly 
as we desire to grow and that desire is going to be 
measured in dollars and cents and push, ability to con­ 
vince others of the worth of what we have. 
It takes 
faith, it takes confidence, it takes the ability to rise after 
a fall, we must suffer reverses in some quarters to come 
back in others. 
If we wish to be improved, it depends 
upón us. 
No one else is interested, no one else ever will 
be until we convince them that our faith in our cities is 
more than ordinary progressive hot air that issues from 
every city. 
The difference In Albany Georgia and Albany-Decatur, 
Alabama is plain to see.Albany Georgia has accomplished, 
they have put over what they started to put over, Albany- 
Decatur is still talking, no one has made a move, no (me 
has attemtcd to make a move that will take in all the 
people of these cities. 
Our last drive was in passing the 
Tennessee River bridge bond issue, that was done in fine 
style, no city in the nation could have put it oyer more 
convincingly, but the bridge is under construction and 
there is new work to do. 
In time of war the winning of 
one victory means that another victory is to be won, that 
mor& lives are to be cost, there is no stopping until the 
on ’ of the whole thing.
